Tbe ami-lottery law recently passtd by 
Gonsress will^ serve to pat s check on lot 
teriep, fjift enterprises, r.^ffl -s and all 
other si 'uilar inieiprif.es. Ilsprovis ons 
a<« very plain, and tbe penalty 'or a vio- 
lution of the law ia pretty severe. Tbe 
first and principal clause of the new law 
reads as folows : 

No letier, pomal curd or circular coatnlnliig 
auy lottery, so-called gift coiiceru or other 
Himllar eoterprliie olt'erlug prizeH depeudtnt 
UKon lot or obance, or ooucerulug acUeines 
devlaed lor tbe porposa of obialDlng money

DON'T LIKE CHICAGO BEEF. 

Ituiiiur That (ieruiaiiy I'oiiteiuplates Kk- 
teiKllii^ the |>ork Ilentrlotlont. 

New Yukk, Oct. 1.— A Berlin cable 
'sayRt "The German gOTvmment has 
no intention ol maUnf an oarljr with- 
drawal of ita prohibition againit the 
importation of American pork into this 
country. 

"On the contrarv, it is cnrrentiv re- 
ported that the inquiries which nave 
recentiy been made into the condition 
of the great slaughter houses of Chicago 
and Olber places in the United States, 
at the mstance of the German govern- 
ment, hare shown, according to the 
allegations ol OMtrmaa officials, that 
almost aU ttM meat which is killed in 
them is vnhealthy, and therefore 
Germany is considering whether she 
ought not also prohibit imports of 
American beef as well as pork, as being 
almost equally unwholesome. Of course, 
it stands to reason that all this is poll- 
tios rather than facts:^ in other words, 
that the government hi^ desires to get 
up some good reason for shutting out 
American beef for economical considera- 
tions. It is not believed that anyttiing 
will come of this rather Unndermg at- 
tempt at a scare."
